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MR. MCNULTY: Thank you, Your Honor. I'm going to 
start by -- 

THE COURT: What's your theory in terms of -- forget 
about the contingency fee for just a second. What's your theory 
on the second amended complaint? What is it that you are trying 
to say that I'm having a hard time figuring out what you're 
actually saying? Was King & King paid $150 an hour for the 
hours expended? 

MR. MCNULTY: Yes. As far as I know, Your Honor, 
there's no -- the billings that were made on an hourly basis, 
there are no unpaid portions of that. 

THE COURT: So what is the quantum meruit or other 
basis for the claim that is supported by the second paragraph of 
the second amended complaint? 

MR. MCNULTY: The claim is for the reasonable value of 
the services provided. We started out -- 

THE COURT: So your argument is that the $150 an hour 
agreed to in the contract is not the reasonable value of the 
services . 

MR. MCNULTY: That's correct. 

THE COURT: Don't I have to look at the contract to 
determine that? 

MR. MCNULTY: Possibly. 

THE COURT: Do you think I'm ever going to see the 
contract? 
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
